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The court denied confirmation of the debtor’s chapter 13 plan
under the criteria of § 1325(a)(3), (4) and (6).  According to
the debtor’s testimony, he did not earn enough to fund the plan. 
Further, the plan would no provide the debtor’s major creditor
with property which is not less than what she would be paid in a
Chapter 7 proceeding.  Finally, the court did not believe the
plan was proposed in good faith.  The evidence indicated that the
debtor’s business was incorporated after the creditor obtained a
judgment against him to attempt to put that asset beyond her
reach.  Ane he immediately converted his Chapter 7 case to a
Chapter 13 cone when the creditor filed her §  523 action against
him.
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
